ISCOPALIANS APPROVE 
STRICTER DIVORCE LAW 


Canon Now Holds Divorced Person 


Can Not Mar 


of Infidelity Action 


Except Victim 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 14.—The house of bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United States late today 
adopted a change in the divorce canon of the church proposed 
by Bishop C. H. Brent of Western New York, which makes the 
church law explicit in forbidding. members marrying any 


divorced person except, as has 


been the rule, where a divorce 


has been granted on grounds of infidelity. 


The present canon merely for- 
bids clergymen performing the 
ceremony for divorced persons. If 
the amendment enacted by the 
bishops today is approved by the 


House of Deputies it will go into 
effect next January. 


DISCUSSION SHORT 


The change in the divorce law 
was approved by the bishops with 
but, little discussion. There was 
no voice raised in opposition. 

Bishop William Lawrence of 
Massachusetts, asked whether the 
change should not be carried 
further and provide discipline for 
violation of the canon. Bishop 
Brent suggested that discipline 
might be fixed in an amendment 
to the prayer book, but that for 
the present he did not care to 
press anything further than the 
amendment he had offered. 

In proposing the resolution he 
said that there was nothing new 
in the revision he p and 
that it had no bearing on disciplin- 
ary matters. He said that if passed 
it would save from sorrow many 
a person entering into a marriage 
contrary to the law of the church 
unknowingly. He gave as fllustra-

“A 
rector’s duty is not complete when 
he merely refuses to rform the 
marriage ceremony. hope this 
will be accepted to protect in- 
nocent people.” 


“OBEY” 

The House of Deputies late to- 
day concurred in the action of the 
House of Bishops in eliminating 
from the marriage ceremony of 
the Episcopalian Church the word 
“obey,” said by the bride, and the 
words “with my worldly goods I 
thee endow,” sald by the bride- 
groom. There was a debate over 
the elimination o fthe word “obey.” 
but no discussion by the deputies 
on the bridegroom's pledge as to 
property. 

An attack upon mob violence,

Though refusing to say that he 
had aimed the resolution at the Ku 
Kiux Klan, whose headquarters are 
in his home city, Dr. Wilmer said 
in a statement explaining his action 
in bringing the matter before the 
convention: 

“Any organization based oh a 
definition of Americanism which 
excludes certain races or religions 
must necessarily develop, whether 
the promoters of such organiza- 
tiong mean it or not, prejudices or 
antagon teme toward persons 
those religions or races, and any 
organization which proposes and 
professes to back up the law by 
secret methods and whose member- 
ship is not known must inevitably 
encourage both among ite own 
membership and among outsiders 
the taking of the law into one's 
own hands and uitimately the use 
of such an organziation for pur- 
poses of private revenge.” 

The resolution which was re- 
ferred to the committee on social 
service asked that the church place 
iteelf on record as “looking with 
abhorrence upon the growing 
practice of what is known as lynch 
law, and upon all forms of mob 
violence, as constituting not 
only a menace to av and order 
and endangering the very exist- 
ence of government itself, but as

“Business is in a strong post- 
tion,” the Financial and Business 
Summary of the Citizens National 
Bank will say in its forthcoming 
issue.

During the visit of Prohibition 
Director Rutter to this elt, he 
put into effect a recent depart- 
mental order providing fer the 
listing of violators of the liquor 
laws by nationalities. Hereafter 
these records will be kept. They 
will he utilized in future legisia- 
tion relating to the immigration 
laws of the country. 

Although no tabulation of the 
nationalities up to this time has 
been kept, it is well known that 
nine-tenths of the violators of the 
Volstead law and the national pro- 
hibition amendment are foreign- 
ers. Accustomed to drinking all 
their lives, they cannot understand 
why the privilege should be taken 
away from them. 

It must be said to their credit 
that the theory of commercialism 
does not enter into their transac- 
tions so much as it does in the 
case of Americans. As the matter 
now stands the Italians, Sia 
vonians and Greeks lead al! na- 
tionalities before the local Federal 
courts. 

The native-born violators are in 
the business for the money they 
can make, the courts say. The 
fines are no terror to them, for 
they soon make the money back. 
A change in the law making vio- 
lations punishable with imprison- 
ment, without the payment of the 
fine, would go far toward stopping 
the present wholesale lawlessness 
in some quarters, enforcement of- 
ficers believe.

Under the char- 
ter, the Councilmen are prohibited 
from choosing one of their own 
members. nor can a Councilmen re- 
sign and then be chosen for the 
remainder of the Mayor's term. 
This provision automatically ex- 
cludes President Criswell and 
Councilman Mushet, whose names 
have been prominently mentioned 
for the mayoralty. 

The two names most often heard 
yesterday as possibilities in case 
the Council should be called upon 
to choose a Mayor for the remain- 
der of Mayor Cryer's term were 
Boyle Workman and Bert Farmer, 
both of whom have served as pres- 
ident of the City Council. ‘ 

Mayor Cryer said several months 
ago that he had been asked if he 
would accept a place on the Supe- 
rior bench. The offer came be- 
fore the August primaries and had 
he accepted the appointment it 
would have been necessary, for him 
to at once enter the race at the 
primaries. If Judge Houser should 
resign, and the Mayor be again of- 
fered a place on the Superior C 
bench, he would have the place for 
two years before it would be nec-, 
essary to seek a re-election. This 
fact, the politicians said, gave cred- 
ence to the story that the Mayor 
would accept Judge Houser’s place, 
should the latter resign and the 
Governor desire to appoint Mayor
